Naturalization 


Liu Not Legal 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Supreme 
Court 
today 
struck 
down 
as 
unconstitutional 
the 
federal law which takes away 
the citizenship 
of naturalized 
Americans 
if 
they 
reside 
abroad beyond certain limited 
periods. 
Speaking for the court, Jus­ 
tice William O. 
Douglas said 
the law “ proceeds on the im­ 
permissible 
assumption 
that 
naturalized citizens as a class 
are less reliable and bear less 
allegiance to this country than 
do the native born.” 
"This is an assumption that 
is impossible for us to make,” 
he declared. 
The vote in the citizenship 
case was 5 to 3. 
The court today also ruled 
that 
incriminating 
statements 
obtained by federal agents from 
an indicted person in the ab­ 
sence of counsel may not be 
used as evidence in a federal 
court. 
The 6-3 ruling came in the 
case of Winston Massiah, a Sea­ 
man, convicted in 1961 in Fed­ 
eral District Court in New York 
City of narcotics violations. He 
drew nine years in jail. 
Today’s decision reverses his 
conviction, which had been up­ 
held by the 2nd U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals.
